made to last 15 years or more; 20,- 
OOO.OOO cubic feel are used yearly 
for mining coal, not taking Into con- 
sideration that which Is used aliovo 
ground for btiltdlngs and other 
stnutures. 

Mr. Miller stated further that In 
vestigallons show thiii our (arm 
woodlands are decreasing at the rate 
of 4.3rtO acres a ypar, while waste 
land on farms Is InrrenKing at the 
rate of 25.000 acres a year. There Is 
a total of almost l.SUO.oOij acrt»» of 
waste lands, mostly on farms, whtrb 
could he reforested and this Wi'uld 
ri>qulre at a very coiiHervallve esil- 
male the pMduction of 15.0)iO,UUO 
sefdlings a year to reforeKi with any 
degree of speed.
